The  council  engaged  in  a full  slate  of  community 

events  and  meetings,  including: 

■ Hosting  public  consultations  in  Fort  Macleod; 

■ Touring  seniors’  facilities  in  the  Fort  Macleod 
and  Fort  McMurray  regions; 

■ Receiving  presentations  on  accommodation 
standards  and  licensing,  elder  abuse  and 
patient  safety; 

■ Developing  three  publications; 

■ Supporting  province-wide  celebration  of 
Seniors’  Week  in  2007  and  planning  for 
Seniors’  Week  in  2008;  and 

■ Attending  133  events,  meetings  and 
conferences  in  42  communities 


The  year  also  saw  the  council  focus  on  improving 
its  effectiveness  as  a link  between  Alberta  seniors 
and  our  provincial  government.  The  council 
adopted  several  new  strategies  in  its  business  plan 
to  improve  its  effectiveness,  expand  its  areas  of 
involvement  and  increase  its  credibility  on  issues 
of  interest  to  Alberta’s  seniors.  These  strategies 
have  led  to  the  formation  of  ad  hoc  committees 
in  several  areas  of  specific  interest  to  seniors, 
identification  of  national  and  international 
websites  with  information  that  can  be  applied  to 
Alberta  and  improved  communication  regarding 
the  council’s  work  and  its  advice  to  government. 

Changes  to  the  board’s  membership  also 
occurred.

Key  Challenges,  Observations  and  Advice 


As  a communication  link  between  the 
Government  of  Alberta  and  our  provinces’  senior 
citizens,  the  council  hears  about  the  major 
challenges  facing  our  aging  population  as  well  as 
community  solutions  that  are  working  well.  Based 
on  what  it  hears,  the  council  gives  advice  to  the 
Government  of  Alberta,  through  the  Minister  of 
Seniors  and  Community  Supports,  with  the  goal 
of  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  Alberta  seniors. 

This  section  of  the  annual  report  summarizes 
the  advice  that  the  council  drafted  in  response  to 
challenges  and  solutions  that  seniors  and  seniors’ 
service  providers  raised  during  the  past  year.  The 
advice  relates  to  health  and  housing,  ambulance 
services,  education  and  communications, 
transportation,  continuing  care  facilities  in  Fort 
McMurray  and  funding  for  seniors’  centres. 

The  Seniors  Advisory  Council  of  Alberta  submits 
the  following  advice  to  government  through  the 
Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community  Supports. 


HEALTH  AND  HOUSING 

It  is  important  that  seniors’  families  be  better 
informed  and  that  regional  health  authorities  teach 
families  about  managing  expectations,  so  as  not 
to  put  pressures  on  the  system.  This  is  presently 
offered  to  those  diagnosed  with  cancer,  diabetes, 
etc.,  and  extending  this  service  to  seniors’  families 
would  help  the  patient,  help  the  family  and  save 
the  government  money.  Some  facilities  offer  a 
brief  orientation. 

Therefore,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Minister  of 
Seniors  and  Community  Supports  work  with  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  Wellness  to  encourage  the 
regional  health  authorities  to  develop  educational 
opportunities  for  the  public  on  the  principles  of 
care  in  a long-term  care  setting  and  encourage 
individuals  placing  someone  in  long-term  care  to 
participate  in  these  opportunities. 

Enhanced  lodge  services,  such  as  dementia  care, 
can  reduce  hospital  stays. 

Therefore,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  is  encouraged  to  work  with  the  Minister 
of  Municipal  Affairs  and  Housing  and  the  Minister 
of  Health  and  Wellness  to  fund  additional  seniors’ 
housing  spaces  to  fill  the  gap  in  service  levels  left 
between  lodge  services  and  assisted  living  facility 
services. 

The  life-time  limit  for  home  repairs  in  the  Special 
Need  Assistance  program  should  reflect  the  current 
increase  of  home  repair  costs. 

Therefore,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  is  encouraged  to  increase  the  life-time 
limit  for  home  repairs  in  the  Special  Needs 
Assistance  for  Seniors  program  to  $15,000. 

Staffing  continues  to  be  a problem  in  long  term 
care  and  designated  living  facilities. 

The  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community  Supports 
is  encouraged  to  recommend  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  Wellness  that  he  consider  increasing 
funding  to  support  the  recruitment  and  retention  of 
staff  in  seniors’  housing  facilities. 
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INTERAGENCY  AMBULANCE 


When  Health  and  Wellness  gives  money 
to  regional  health  authorities,  they  give  a 
disproportionate  amount  to  acute  care  than  to 
long-term  care. 

Therefore,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and 
Community  Supports  is  encouraged  to  request 
the  Minister  of  Health  and  Wellness  review  the 
policies  of  regional  health  authorities  relating  to 
the  allocation  of  resources,  to  ensure  that  funding 
increases  to  designated  assisted  living  and  long- 
term care  facilities  are  proportionate  to  the 
increases  to  that  of  acute  care  funding. 

When  an  individual  lives  in  long-term  care, 
all  medication  costs  are  waived,  including  any 
co-payment  amount. 

Therfore,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  is  encouraged  to  discuss  with  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  Wellness  the  development 
of  a program  for  the  payment  of  medications  and 
medical  supplies  for  low  to  moderate  income 
seniors  who  benefit  from  remaining  at  home. 


Seniors  may  not  be  requesting  ambulance  services 
when  they  are  medically  necessary  because 
they  are  confused  about  the  rules  for  coverage. 
This  may  lead  to  delays  in  proper  diagnosis  and 
treatment,  which  may  result  in  longer  hospital 
stays,  increased  need  for  health  services  and  an 
increase  in  associated  health  care  expenditures. 

The  current  Coverage  for  Seniors  program  does 
not  cover  ground  transportation  for  seniors 
who  could  be  transported  by  other  means. 

Nor  does  it  cover  the  cost  of  non-medical 
transport,  which  includes  circumstances 
where  patients  are  medically  stable  yet  require 
special  needs  transportation  when  going  to 
a hospital  for  medical  testing,  chemotherapy 
or  dialysis.  In  many  areas  of  Alberta,  there 
are  limited  transportation  options  beyond 
ambulance  services. 

Therefore,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and 
Community  Supports  is  encouraged  to  discuss 
with  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Wellness  the 
lack  of  clear  communication  by  Alberta  Blue 
Cross  surrounding  ambulance  and  inter-facility 
ambulance  charges. 

In  addition,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and 
Community  Supports  is  encouraged  to  raise 
the  issue  of  the  lack  of  Blue  Cross  insurance  for 
seniors  coverage  for  non-emergency  medical 
transport,  including  medically  stable  patients  who 
may  require  special  needs  transportation  (e.g., 
stretcher)  to  hospital  for  chemotherapy,  dialysis 
or  diagnostic  testing,  with  the  Minister  of  Health 
and  Wellness. 

Also,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  is  encouraged  to  request  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  Wellness  study  the 
merits  of  licensing  special  needs  non-emergency 
transportation,  under  the  Licensing  and 
Ambulance  Maintenance  Regulation  Act. 
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EDUCATION  AND  COMMUNICATION  TRANSPORTATION 


Collaboration  is  the  key  to  helping  seniors  live 
life  to  the  fullest,  and  an  integrated  response  to 
seniors’  needs,  developed  at  the  local  level,  is  a 
priority.  As  noted  on  page  58  of  Alberta  For  All 
Ages:  Directions  for  the  Future,  the  use  of  shared 
resources  and  information  among  community 
organizations  and  agencies,  regional  health 
authorities  and  all  levels  of  government  should  be 
encouraged  and  supported  to  reduce  duplication, 
increase  efficiencies  and  maximize  benefits  for 
everyone  involved.  Service  providers  should 
share  the  mechanics  and  impact  of  community 
success  stories. 

Therefore,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and 
Community  Supports  is  encouraged  to  consider 
the  development  of  an  on-line  provincial  resource 
database  for  seniors  service  providers  which 
would  gather  and  share  successful  and  innovative 
program  ideas. 


Communities  and  family  members  assist 
whenever  possible  with  the  transportation  needs 
of  seniors.  Council  members  are  frequently 
made  aware  of  great  differences  in  the  levels  of 
transportation  services  available  to  seniors  in 
various  Alberta  communities  and  connecting 
rural  areas  with  their  nearest  urban  centres.  The 
lack  of  sustainable,  accessible  and  affordable 
transportation  is  a barrier  to  seniors  using  needed 
services  and  programs,  such  as  medical  and 
dental,  recreational  and  social  opportunities.  This 
contributes  to  their  isolation,  causing  a range  of 
other  health  related  needs  and  further  burdening 
our  already  strained  social  and  health  systems. 

Therefore  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  is  encouraged  to  investigate  the 
longstanding  and  growing  issue  in  both  rural 
and  urban  areas  of  sustainable,  affordable  and 
accessible  transportation  for  seniors,  including 
seniors  with  developmental  disabilities. 

FORT  MCMURRAY 

There  is  overwhelming  support  for  a stand-alone 
continuing  care  facility  in  the  Fort  McMurray 
region,  to  meet  the  needs  of  seniors  and  to  free 
up  acute  care  space  within  the  Northern  Lights 
Regional  Health  Centre. 

Therefore,  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and 
Community  Supports  is  encouraged  to  talk 
with  the  Ministers  of  Health  and  Wellness  and 
Infrastructure  and  Transportation  to  advance 
discussions  on  the  development  of  a long-term 
care  facility  in  Fort  McMurray.  Appropriate  budget 
should  be  allocated  for  the  siting  and  construction 
of  a 50-  to  70-bed  continuing  care  centre,  and 
the  concomitant  support  of  medical  and  social 
services.  The  facility  could  be  designed  so  that  it 
could  be  expanded  to  115  beds,  as  the  need  arises.

SENIORS’  CENTRES  FUNDING 


The  Seniors  Advisory  Council  for  Alberta  and 
the  Alberta  Council  on  Aging  consulted  seniors’ 
centres  across  the  province  about  their  financial 
status  in  2006  - 2007.  The  Minister  of  Seniors 
and  Community  Supports  received  a report, 
containing  the  following  recommendations,  this 
year.  The  report  is  available  online  at 
www.seniors.gov.ab.ca/services_resources/ 
advisory_council/reports.asp#FundingReports. 

THAT  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  ensure  that  the  ministry  create  an 
overview  information  piece  on  all  of  the  provincial 
funding  programs  relevant  to  seniors’  centres,  and 
that  this  information  be  included  in  the  relevant 
department  publications  and  posted  online. 

THAT  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  work  with  colleagues  in  the  legislature  to 
ensure  that  the  new  Community  Spirit  Program 
for  Charitable  Giving  be  designed  so  that  seniors’ 
centres  that  receive  donations  would  be  eligible  to 
apply  for  matching  funds  from  the  Community 
Spirit  Fund  to  help  cover  their  operating  costs. 

THAT  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  advocate  to  Cabinet  colleagues  for  the 
provision  of  matching  community  program  and 
specified  operational  funding  on  a yearly  basis  for 
seniors’  centres  in  Alberta,  through  an  adjustment 
to  the  lottery  funding  granting  process. 


The  financial  status  of  seniors’  centres  across 
the  province  varies  tremendously.  Those 
experiencing  financial  difficulties  face  a wide 
range  of  challenges.  Operational  funding  is  a very 
important  resource  for  seniors’  centres  and  clubs. 
Lack  of  funding  can  result  in  a decline  in  quality 
of  lifestyle,  loss  of  community  goodwill  and 
fewer  volunteers. 

The  actions  that  would  have  the  most  impact  and 
reap  the  greatest  benefits  across  the  province 
are:  ensuring  all  seniors’  centres  are  aware  of  all 
potential  sources  of  financial  support;  and  helping 
seniors’  centres  with  their  rising,  but  varied, 
operational  costs. 

THAT  the  Minister  of  Seniors  and  Community 
Supports  discuss  with  the  Minister  of  Tourism, 
Parks,  Recreation  and  Culture  an  amendment  to 
the  Community  Initiatives  Program  to  exempt 
Seniors’  Centres  from  the  current  program 
parameters,  and  allow  them  to  apply  for  one  non- 
matching grant  of  up  to  no  more  than  $5,000 
per  year,  to  assist  with  operational  costs,  such  as 
utility  costs. 

This  recommendation  is  in  addition  to  the  ones 
that  arose  from  the  Seniors’  Centres  Study, 
and  recognizes  the  specific  benefit  that  these 
centres  would  gain  from  assistance  with  annual 
utility  costs. 
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Consultations,  Tours  and  Presentations 


Members  of  the  Seniors  Advisory  Council  for 
Alberta  share  information  and  gather  feedback  by: 

■ hosting  consultations  and  quarterly  meetings 
throughout  the  province; 

■ working  closely  with  seniors  and  seniors’ 
organizations  in  their  communities;  and 

■ touring  seniors’  facilities  (i.e.,  housing, 
long-term  care  facilities  and  seniors’  centres). 

Based  on  these  interactions,  the  council  gives 
advice  to  the  government  on  the  legislation, 
policies  and  programs  affecting  Alberta’s 
seniors.  The  council  may  make  resolutions  to 
enhance  its  own  efforts  to  serve  as  an  effective 
communication  link  between  Alberta’s  seniors 
and  the  Government  of  Alberta  (see  Appendix  A 
for  council  resolutions). 

PUBLIC  CONSULTATIONS 

In  2007  - 2008,  the  Seniors  Advisory  Council 
for  Alberta  hosted  public  consultations  in  Fort 
Macleod  to  explore  the  range  of  issues  affecting 
seniors  in  the  region  and  to  consider  community- 
based  solutions  to  the  challenges.  Twenty-nine 
representatives  of  17  seniors’  centres,  agencies 
and  other  service  providers  attended  the  May 
22,  2007  workshop.  Four  elected  officials  also 
attended,  including  Dave  Coutts,  MLA  for 
Livingstone-Macleod. 


TOURS 

On  May  23,  2007,  in  conjunction  with  its 
quarterly  meeting  in  Fort  Macleod,  members 
of  the  council  broke  into  four  groups  to  tour  11 
seniors’  centres  and  seniors’  housing  facilities  in 
Blairmore,  Claresholm,  Fort  Macleod  and  Pincher 
Creek.  Council  members  visited:

The  Seniors  Advisory  Council  for  Alberta  took 
several  actions  to  increase  its  effectiveness  as  part 
of  its  strategic  business  plan.  Highlights  of  the 
business  plan  and  key  accomplishments  include 
the  following:

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Publications 


The  Seniors  Advisory  Council  for  Alberta 
undertakes  research  projects,  writes  and 
distributes  reports.  Through  these  activities, 
the  council  ensures  communication  of  timely, 
accurate  information  for  seniors  and  seniors’ 
service  providers. 

During  the  2007  - 2008  year,  the  council 
produced  the  following  publications: 

■ 2006  - 200 7 Annual  Report,  to  the  Minister  of 
Seniors  and  Community  Supports.  The  report 
summarized:  the  council’s  consultations  and 
tours;  the  presentations  made  to  the  council;

with  seniors  and  their  service  providers; 
Seniors’  Week  2006;  and  the  annual  budget 
and  expenditures. 

■ Seniors'  Centres  Funding  Report,  a joint  product 
with  the  Alberta  Council  on  Aging.  The 
report  presents  the  findings  from  a survey 

of,  and  public  consultations  with,  seniors’ 
centres  across  the  province  on  their  financial 
situation. 

■ Seniors'  Centres  Funding  Recommendations, 
a joint  product  with  the  Alberta  Council  on 
Aging,  focused  on  helping  seniors’  centres 
cope  with  the  rising  ongoing  costs  of 
operating  their  programs  and  facilities. 


Seniors’  Week  2007 

Since  1986,  the  Seniors  Advisory  Council  for 
Alberta  has  led  the  celebration  of  Seniors’  Week. 
Events  throughout  the  week: 

■ recognize  and  honour  seniors; 

■ highlight  the  positive  contributions  that 
seniors  are  making  in  their  communities;  and 

■ promote  healthy  attitudes  about  aging 
and  seniors. 

Seniors’  Week  2007  focused  on  the  theme 
“Celebrate  Seniors  Present  and  Future 
Contributions.”  The  council  supported 
community  activities  through  print  materials, 
website  information,  a special  edition  of  the 
Update  newsletter  and  attendance  at  numerous 
events  across  the  province. 

A kick-off  event  at  the  Calgary  Zoo,  attended 
by  more  than  1,500  people,  launched  the  week.

The  chair,  a Member  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  is  appointed  by  the  Premier;  other  members  are  appointed  by  Order-in-Council. 

They  include  representatives  of  the  Alberta  Medical  Association,  Alberta  universities  and  the  six  regions  of 
the  province.  This  regional  structure,  developed  by  the  Seniors  Advisory  Council  in  1997,  maximizes  the 
resources  of  the  council  and  the  location  of  council  members.
